Health  Center  Crucial  for  Preventive 
Medicine,  Potrero  Patients  Tell  City

The  influx  of  new  Internet  companies 
and  their  eager,  flush-with-cash  young 
employees  is  good  news  for  many  Potrero 
Hill  businesses  who  suddenly  find  new 
customers  vying  for  tables  or  plunking 
down  cold,  hard  cash  for  appliances  — 
with  no  shopping  around. 

But  there's  no  doubt  that  some  residents 
are  feeling  the  stresses  of  too  few  parking 
spots  and  rising  rents.  The  parking  space 
roulette  will  get  even  more  intense  once 
Macromedia  moves  into  the  old  S&C  Ford 
building  at  17th  and  Rhode  Island  Streets 
and  the  old  recycling  plant  across  the 
street  is  converted  to  office  space.  Not 
to  mention  when  Mission  Bay  and  its 

10,000  new  residents  move  in,  adding  lo 

the  hordes  of  fens  soon  heading  for  Par 
Bell  Park  for  the  80  or  so  home  games. 

Potrero  Hill  residents  are  bracing  for 
the  big  squeeze. 

As  of  June,  there  were  47,000  new 
multimedia  jobs  in  San  Francisco,  earn- 
ing the  city  the  nickname  "Multimedia 
Gulch."  Multimedia  companies  use 
computer  digital  technology  to  marry 
graphics,  words,  sound,  animation  and 
video,  all  of  which  can  be  used  for  inter- 
active communication  over  the  Internet. 

Clearly,  the  multimedia  boom  is  helping 
fuel  the  economy  of  San  Francisco,  but 
at  what  price? 

Although  the  South  of  Market  area 
hosted  the  first  flood  of  Internet 
companies,  rising  rents  and  a shortage 
of  space  have  driven  new  start-ups  to 
Potrero  Hill,  where  blue  collar  industrial 
workers  rub  elbows  with  tie-clad  antique 
and  furniture  merchants. 

MJuice.com,  a company  that  provides 
software  to  play  Internet  music  files, 
has  settled  in  the  444  De  Haro  Street 
building.  It  is  one  of  six  music-related 
companies  — at  last  county  anyway  — 
that  have  settled  on  Potrero  Hill  in  a 
strip  called  Audio  Alley. 

Arnold  Brown,  34,  MJuice's  founder 
and  president,  said  his  decision  to  re- 
locate his  new  company  from  SOMA  to 
Potrero  Hill  was  based  on  cost,  but  by 
the  time  he  made  the  move  it  wasn't 
much  cheaper  than  the  space  he  rented 
in  the  Clock  Tower. 

That  he's  lived  on  the  Hill  for  seven 
years  had  something  to  do  with  it,  too. 

He  can  walk  the  three  blocks  to  his  job. 

It's  funny,  but  he  knows  what  people 
are  talking  about  when  they  complain 
that  there's  no  place  to  park. 

"In  the  last  six  months  it's  gotten  so 
much  worse  to  park  around  here,"  Brown 
said.  "The  influx  of  these  businesses 
has  caused  street  parking  to  dwindle 
nothing.  Anything  north  of  19th  Street 
is  being  affected;  up  the  Hill  from 
there." 

Up  the  Hill  leads  to  Klein's  Delicates- 
sen. 


Owner  Avery  McGinn  is  not  complain- 
ing about  the  boost  in  business.  Klein's 
has  always  been  popular,  but  now,  in 
addition  to  her  crowded  deli,  she's  just 
as  likely  to  get  a fax  order  for  25  sand- 
wiches for  some  dot.com  company  on 
3rd  Street. 

"We  are  seeing  a lot  of  new  faces, 
people  who  are  working  here,"  McGinn 
said.  "We're  getting  more  fax  orders. 
We've  sort  of  looked  at  the  orders  and 
wondered  who  are  these  people?" 

Well,  they  could  be  employees  of 
Spinner.doc,  located  west  of  Potrero 
Avenue  at  17th  and  Alabama  Streets,  or 
Wired  News  on  3rd  Street. 

While  Klein's  loyal  customer  base  is 
glad  their  favorite  neighborhood  deli  is 
busy,  many  long-time  Hill  residents  are 
casting  nervous  eyes  at  the  mushroom- 
like erection  of  live/work  buildings  in 
theneighborhood. 

The  structures  are  driving  up  real 
estate  prices,  to  the  point  where  many 
residents  of  the  traditional  blue-collar 
area  are  being  priced  out. 

The  newly  rich  employees  of  the 
Internet  trade  may  have  money  to  burn, 
but  some  of  McGinn's  employees  can't 
afford  to  live  on  the  Hill,  or  even  in 
San  Francisco. 

"I'm  not  in  favor  of  all  these  live/work 
businesses,  there  should  be  more  apart- 
ments and  places  for  families,"  McGinn 
said.  "It's  not  very  good  for  the  commu- 
nity. The  (design)  should  be  something 
that  works  in  with  what's  here."  But 
she  admits,  "It's  a mixed  thing  and  there'* 
no  stopping  it;  it  is  what  it  is." 

Ten  years  ago  nobody  on  the  Hill  would 
have  imagined  they'd  have  a spiffed  up 
Safeway  and  a string  of  upscale  stores 
and  fast  food  outlets  anchored  by  a GAP

If  the  city  is  serious  about  preventive 
medicine,  then  medical  care  must  be 
close  and  convenient  for  the  community, 
neighborhood  residents  told  representa- 
tives of  the  Dept,  of  Public  Health 
(DPH)  March  15  at  a Potrero  Hill  Town 
Hall  Meeting  on  the  DPH's  Strategic 
Planning  Initiative. 

(The  gathering  also  served  as  a show 
of  support  for  the  Caleb  Clark  Potrero 
Hill  Health  Center,  which  had  been  pro- 
posed for  closure  in  the  initial  DPH 
budget,  until  the  Health  Commission 
voted  4-2  to  restore  to  the  budget  pro- 


posal the  funds  necessary  for  the  health 
center's  continued  operation. 

Fate  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Health  Center 
for  the  coming  year  is  now  before  Mayor 
Willie  Brown,  and  patients  and  supporters 
of  the  center  plan  a campaign  of  tele- 
phone calls  to  Brown  and  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  stress  the 
need  to  keep  the  center  open. 

Many  health  center  patients  believe 
their  activism  helped  save  the  center 
from  the  chopping  block  this  year, but 
they  want  to  make  sure  that  DPH  manag- 
ment  knows  how  important  the  center 
is  to  the  neighborhood-and  to  the  DPH 
mission  of  stressing  primary,  preventive 


care  over  tne  more  expensive  hospitali- 
zation that  results  when  primary  care 
is  lacking. 

"This  clinic  encourages  people  to  prac- 
tice preventive  medicine  rather  than 
interventive  medicine,"  stressed  Potrero 
Hill  activist  Oscaryne  Williams.  "If 
people  have  to  to  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital,  they  won't  go  until  they're 
close  to  death. 

"You  can't  depend  on  public  transpor- 
tation to  get  from  one  side  of  the  Hill 
to  the  other,"  she  emphasized. 

The  need  for  close  and  convenient  medi-

Multimedia  Boom: 
Hill  Braces  for 
The  Big  Squeeze 
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GETTING  INVOLVED 


Important  Hearing 

Editor: 

We  are  working  with  many  neighbors, 
the  Boosters,  and  FLAN  on  issues 
related  to  residential  (RH-2)  develop- 
ment on  Potrero  Hill.  We  favor 
development  that  preserves  existing 
buildings  and  keeps  new  construction  and 
remodeling  in  scale  with  others  in  the 
neighborhood,  rather  than  building  to 
the  maximums  allowed  by  the  Planning 
Code,  regardless  of  surrounding 
structures.  Proposition  M actually 
requires  this! 

However,  City  Hall  has  made  clear 
that  we  will  have  much,  much  more  big 
development  - both  RH-2  and  Live/Work 
- unless  we  resist  such  developments 
one-at-a-time,  seek  to  influence  policy 
and  speak  with  our  votes. 

Neighbors  can  influence  decisions  at 
public  hearings  (Planning  Commission 
and  Board  of  Appeals).  Let  those  public 
servants  know  how  you  feel  about 
development  in  your  neighborhood.  You 
can  also  support  neighborhood  groups 
such  as  boosters  and  PLAN,  both  of 
which  give  us  a voice  at  City  Hall. 


An  important  case  is  before  the  Board 
of  Appeals  now  and  will  be  heard  at  City 
Hall,  room  416,  on  Wednesday,  April  12 
at  5:30  pm.  If  you  can’t  come,  please 
write  a letter  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
expressing  your  views. 

Many  neighbors  at  Connecticut  and 
19th  Streets,  Boosters,  and  PLAN  are 
fighting  the  demolition  of  the  Victorian 
at  407  Connecticut  St.  and  its  replace- 
ment with  a much  larger  structure.  The 
Planning  Commission  has  ruled  that  the 
new  building  is  out  of  scale.  The  owners, 
Allan  and  Lorraine  Thompson,  appealed 
the  ruling. 

If  the  Board  of  Appeals  rules  in  the 
Thompson's  favor,  Potrero  Hill  can  look 
forward  to  lots  of  large,  new  condos  in 
among  existing  smaller  buildings.  How- 
ever, if  the  Board  denies  their  appeal, 
we  protect  a strong  precedent  against 
new  building  that  violates  neighborhood 
character. 

Please  take  a position  - either  way  - so 
that  we  have  a coherent  approach  to 
development  in  our  community.

The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  responded  to  petitions  from  Hill  residents,  includ- 
ing a neighborhood  group  called  The  Potrero  Neighborhood  Commons,  with  the  follow- 
ing points:  The  city  was  unlikely  to  acquire  the  1 8th/Arkansas  parcel  as  open 
space;  the  proposed  housing  development  will  be  critical  to  maintain  the  viability  of 
lower  income  artists  in  the  city;  the  Mayor's  office  has  requested  the  developer  to 
modify  its  plans  to  provide  for  less  density  on  the  site;  the  artist  live/work  space  is 
to  be  owned  as  a cooperative  by  a separate  non-profit  artists  group,  which  will  be 
required  to  keep  rents  at  80  percent  of  median  income  for  50  years,  with  severe 
penalties  for  violation  of  the  agreement;  market  rate  units  are  to  sell  for  $240,000 
for  a two-bedroom  unit. 

NEW  AIDS  RESEARCH  FACILITY  SET  FOR  SF  GENERAL 

Construction  was  expected  to  continue  for  another  18  months,  but  when  completed 
in  late  1991,  the  12  million  dollar  project  at  22nd  and  Vermont  Streets  was  due  to 
house  an  AIDS  research  facility  on  par  with  Pasteur  Institute  in  France  and  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health  in  Bethesda,  Maryland.  Research  at  the  facility  was 
to  be  focused  on  molecular  biology,  virology  and  neurology,  and  the  development  of 
an  AIDS  vaccine.  The  lab  was  expected  to  have  a research  staff  of  60  to  70  under 
the  supervision  of  UCSF. 

BURTON  NAMED  TO  CHAIR  ASSEMBLY  COMMITTEE  ON  HOMELESS 

Assemblyman  John  Burton  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Select  Committee  on 
the  Homeless  by  Assembly  Speaker  Willie  Brown.  Burton  has  re-introduced  a bill 
vetoed  in  the  1989  session  by  Governor  George  Deukmejian  that  would  help  local 
jurisdictions  to  capture  federal  funding  to  provide  services  to  the  homeless.

“Little  Red  House”  Appeal 
Rehearing  Slated  for  April  12 


A re-hearing  is  set  for  April  12  at  the 
Board  of  Permit  Appeals  on  the  Board's 
March  15  decision  to  uphold  a variance 
granted  to  the  owner  of  a lot  at  19th  and 
De  Haro  Street  who  is  seeking  to  sub- 
divide the  property. 

The  re-hearing  is  the  result  of  an  ap- 
peal of  the  March  15  decision  by 
neighbor  Barry  Deutsch.  He  charged 
that  the  variance  would  draw  a lot  line 
through  an  existing  building,  a violation 
of  Building  Code  requirements  that  for 
R-l  and  R-3  occupancy  buildings,  all 
"openings"  be  set  back  a minimum  of 
three  feet  from  the  lot  line. 

"This  is  plainly  a safety  requirement," 
his  appeal  stressed,  "since  if  there  are 
no  'openings'  on  the  lot  line,  the  solid 
walls  on  the  lot  lines  must  be  fire  re- 
sistant as  described  in  the  Building  Code. 
No  such  firewalls  exist  on  the  lot  lines 


being  created." 

Although  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals 
granted  the  variance  March  15,  the  de- 
cision included  the  condition  that  the 
variance  would  not  be  seen  to  be  an  offi- 
cial "ereen  light"  for  any  future  steps 
in  the  building  process  on  that  site  — 
such  as  demolition  of  the  historic 
"little  red  house"  currently  there,  or 
design  and  building  of  additional  struc- 
tures. 

Board  President  Arnold  Chin,  in  dis- 
cussing his  reasons  for  granting  the 
variance,  caused  concern  among  environ- 
mentalists when  he  told  the  hearing 
that  in  order  to  make  sure  that  buses 
and  streetcars  are  used  to  capacity, 
open  spaces  such  as  the  area  in  con- 
sideration must  be  built  up  with  housing.

on  one  side  and  an  Old  Navy  on  the 
other. 

Buffed  young  people  are  working  out 
at  three  gyms  in  the  16th,  De  Haro  and 
Bryant  Streets  area  at  7 p.m.  on  Sunday 
nights,  no  less. 

And  the  City  has  realized  it  must 
do  more  to  accomodate  its  new  workers 
and  residents.  After  years  of  neglect, 
MUNI  just  announced  it  will  expand  bus 
service  to  South  of  Market  and  Potrero 
Hill. 

Some  community  leaders  charge  that 
the  new  loft  developers  and  web  busi- 
nesses that  buy  them  aren't  paying  their 
fair  share  of  development  fees  to 
support  transit,  parks  and  other  infra- 
structure. 

"I'm  having  a problem  with  the  busi- 
nesses," said  Dick  Millet,  president  of 
the  Potrero  Boosters  Neighborhood 
Assn.  "They  are  the  cause  of  all  the 
live  work  (projects)  being  so  successful, 
and  then  they  set  up  their  own  little 
Internet  companies  that  are  not  part  of 
the  community.  It's  changing  industrial 
land  and  making  it  residential,  and  the 
prices  of  everything  have  gone  sky  high." 

Millet  complains  that  residents  don't 
know  who  is  moving  into  the  lofts  from 
one  day  to  the  next.  Loft  developers 
also  don’t  pay  the  same  fees  paid  by 
developers  of  regular  commercial  pro- 
jects. 

Phil  DeAndrade,  owner  of  Goat  Hill 
Pizza  and  president  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
Merchants  Assn.,  said  the  flood  of  busi- 
ness has  been  a boon  to  his  restaurant, 
but  he  can't  ignore  the  dark  side  of  the 
trend,  like  the  doubling  of  commercial 
rents  on  18th  Street  — where  most  of 
the  district's  restaurants  and  small 
businesses  are  located. 

He  said  he  can  envision  a time  not 
too  far  off  when  the  Hill's  tiny  cottages 
will  sell  for  $1  million. 

"I  think  maybe  the  city  is  beginning  to 
become  so  enamored  of  e-commerce  that 
it  is  making  concessions  that  aren't 
really  necessary,"  DeAndrade  said. 

The  restaurateur  is  referring  to  new 
legislation  drafted  by  San  Francisco 
Supervisor  Leslie  Katz  that  seeks  to 


define  what  a multimedia  business  is 
and  how  planning  laws  should  be  applied 
to  those  types  of  companies  — which 
fit  neither  the  industrial  nor  office  mode. 

Katz  believes  the  multimedia  industry 
is  fueling  San  Francisco's  economy, 
and  she  doesn't  want  to  do  anything  to 
discourage  it  from  coming  here.  Her 
proposed  legislation  would  define  multi- 
media  companies  as  research-oriented 
rather  than  office-oriented  and  relieve 
them  from  having  to  provide  parking 
and  housing  credits. 

"I  don't  think  those  businesses  should 
be  eligible  for  housing  credits  because 
they  are  causing  the  problems," 
DeAndrade  said.  "Brick  and  mortar 
storefronts  have  been  paying  taxes 
forever  and  funding  operations  for 
government,  and  e-businesses  are  not 
being  taxed  accordingly." 

But  Marie  Jones,  director  of  economic 
development  for  San  Francisco  Partner- 
ship, asserted  that  it's  wrong  to  blame 
dot. corns  for  driving  up  real  estate 
prices.  San  Francisco  has  always  been 
an  expensive  place  to  live,  she  said. 

People  should  stop  whining  and  be 
glad  these  new  companies  are  coming 
here  and  providing  good  paying  jobs 
— even  for  people  without  college  de- 
grees, she  claimed,  adding  that  63  per- 
cent of  the  new  workers  live  in  San 
Francisco  and  aren't  worsening  commutes 
to  the  city. 

Jones  warned  that  the  economic  boom 
means  that  Proposition  M limits  on 
new  office  space  will  kick  in  soon.  If 
legislation  isn't  changed  to  classify 
dot. corns  as  something  other  than  office 
space,  there  will  be  less  real  estate  to 
go  around  and  prices  will  go  up  even 
more. 

"The  unenlightened  left  wants  to  keep 
San  Francisco  the  way  it's  always  been 
but  change  is  inevitable,"  Jones  said. 

"If  you  don't  build  the  space  prices  will 
go  up." 

DeAndrade  said  he's  not  putting  down 
the  industry  — heck,  he  uses  the  Inter- 
net himself.  But  he  stresses  that  there 
have  to  be  some  concessions. 

"I  acknowledge  that  e-commerce 
creates  jobs,"  he  said.  "But  we  pay 
the  city  taxes  that  keep  the  streets 
taken  care  of.

cal  services  was  also  noted  by  Forrest 
Koenig,  a new  Hill  resident.  "Preventive 
medicine  is  the  most  serious  issue  of  all 
American  health  care,"  he  stressed. 

"Services  have  to  be  convenient  and 
easy.  It's  easy  to  back  out  when  they're 
not,"  he  said.  "More  men  avoid  preventive 
health  care.  We  have  to  make  an  effort 
for  health  care  to  be  easy,  convenient, 
and  available.  Poor  health  care  erodes  all 
of  our  community." 

As  well  as  convenience,  speakers  at  the 
Hill  meeting  emphasized  that  trust  is  a 
key  factor  in  preventive  medicine. 

"People  trust  the  doctors  at  the  clinic. 
They'll  open  up  to  them,"  said  patient 
Yoshi  Milton. 

And  Potrero  Hill  Health  Center  director 
Dr.  Robert  Drennan  concurred,  noting 
that  before  mental  health  and  substence 
abuse  services  had  been  available  at  the 
health  center,  "sending  patients  to  an 
appointment  elsewhere  felt  like  sending 
them  to  Mars." 

Williams  told  DPH  representatives 
Tangerine  Brigham,  James  Loyce  and 
Rachelle  Lee,  who  attended  the  Potrero 
Hill  meeting,  that  as  part  of  a strategic 
plan,  "we  have  to  start  educating  fami- 
lies about  preventive  health  care  - 
nutrition  and  immunization  - to  start  by 
taking  care  of  their  children  and  then 
people  may  take  better  care  of  them- 
selves." 

The  Potrero  Hill  Health  Center  has  an 
active  patient  load  of  approximately 
6,500,  with  more  than  12,000  patient 
visits  annually.  The  center's  dental  unit 
has  3,000  annual  visits  by  approximately 
1,000  patients.

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MUNI  Inaction  Targeted  V 
In  #19  Bus  Attack  Lawsuit

Imagine  you  are  being  taunted  on  the 
1 9- Polk  one  bus.  The  insults  and  threats 
are  being  hurled  your  way,  someone 
even  spits.  Fearing  for  your  safety, 
you  and  your  friend  decide  to  get  off 
the  bus  and  out  of  harm's  way.  If  they 
follow,,  you  can  always  jump  back  on 
the  bus.  Right? 

Wrong.  Not  according  to  Muni  prac- 
tice, in  which  a driver  is  not  obligated 
to  intervene  in  an  altercation,  particu- 
larly when  doing  so  would  bring  danger 
to  the  remaining  passengers  on  board. 

But  that  practice  is  not  right,  charges 
a suit  brought  by  attorney  and  Potrero 
Hill  resident  Steve  Phillips  on  behalf  of 
his  clients  Neal  Goodwin,  43,  and 
friend  Budi  Kirana,  22. 

Both  say  they  are  the  victims  of  an 
attack  that  took  place  last  Oct.  23,  in 
full  view  of  the  driver  of  the  19-Polk 
lineMuni  bus,  who  did  not  do  enough  to 
prevent  the  assault  and  then  blocked 
reentry  to  the  bus  despite  Kirana's 
desperate  pleas  for  help. 

The  police  report  describes  the  inci- 
dent this  way:  Goodwin  and  Kirana 
were  already  on  the  bus  at  about  4:30 
pm  when  five  or  six  men  believed  to  be 
in  their  early  20s  got  on  the  19-Polk  at 
the  Potrero  Hill  public  housing,  playing 
music  loudly.  The  young  men  sat  near 
Goodwin,  who  asked  them  to  turn  the 
music  down.  When  they  did  not.  Goodwin 
"frantically  approached"  the  driver, 
Lujuana  Jones,  and  "demanded"  that  she 
make  them  turn  the  music  down.  Jones 
yelled  back,  and  there  was  momentary 
silence  but  an  argument  soon  escalated, 

According  to  Jones,  one  of  the  sus- 
pects said,  "We  could  take  this  outside. 
You  don't  mess  with  my  homies." 

As  the  argument  intensified,  another 
witness  heard  one  of  the  suspects  say, 
"Whitey,  that  faggot!  When  they  get 
off.  I'm  going  to  kick  their  face.  I'm 
gonna  put  my  foot  in  his  face." 

Kirana  at  this  point  ran  to  the  front  of 
of  the  bus  demanding  that  Jones  break 
up  the  escalating  argument. 


Jones  yelled  back  "knock  it  off,"  and 
again  things  quieted  down.  But,  not 
for  long. 

According  to  the  police  report,  Good- 
win and  Kirana  then  exited  the  bus  from 
the  front  at  the  corner  of  Earl  and  Innes 
Streets.  The  young  men  quickly  exited 
the  back  of  the  bus  and  slmost  imme- 
diately, the  attack  began.  The  suspects 
hit  and  kicked  Goodwin  and  Kirana  and 
even  smashed  the  radio  on  Kirana's 
head.  Kirana  "yelled  and  Yelled"  at 
Jones  who  refused  to  open  the  door  dur- 
ing the  attack. 

Because  this  is  an  open  claim  on  the 
city,  Muni  cannot  comment,  spokes- 
person Maggie  Lynch  told  TYie  View. 

Although  the  suit,  which  was  filed  in 
San  Francisco  Superior  Court,  claims 
Jones  did  not  try  to  contact  the  police 
early  enough,  it  appears  she  did  contact 
them  as  soon  as  she  saw  Goodwin  getting 
jumped.  Buses  are  equipped  with  a dis- 
tress alarm  that  sounds  at  Muni  central 
and  summons  a squad  car.  Jones,  ac- 
cording to  the  report,  hit  the  signal  sev- 
eral times. 

When  the  police  did  arrive,  the  sus- 
pects had  already  run  away.  Goodwin 
and  Kirana  were  brought  to  San  Francis- 
co General  Hospital  to  treat  their 
wounds. 

Goodwin  and  Kirana  are  both  suing  the 
city,  calling  the  attack  "a  vicious,  homo- 
phobic  hate  crime." 

Although  it  is  not  necessary  to  prove 
in  a civil  suit  such  as  this,  proving  an 
attack  is  a hate  crime  in  a criminal  case 
poses  challenges.  Explains  Inspector 
Anna  Brown  of  the  Police  Hate  Crimes 
Unit,  in  order  for  this  case  to  be  deemed 
a hate  crime,  "they  will  have  t<yo  prove 
motivation,  and  that  is  difficult.  You 
have  to  get  inside  the  suspects'  head. 
Would  the  young  men  have  reacted  the 
same  way  if  the  victims  were  not  white  or 
were  not  gay?  If  the  answer  is  'yes'  then 
maybe  it  is  not  a hate  crime.'

Hill  Students  Participate 
In  Parley  on  Hate  Crimes 


Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  teacher 
Robin  Brasso  and  eighth  grade  students 
Reginald  Moore  and  Tanya  Fesili  parti- 
cipated March  3 in  a community  dis- 
cussion on  the  effects  of  hate  and,  said 
Brasso,  "how  we  can  work  in  coalition 
to  combat  it." 

Participants  in  the  session  focused 
on  Brentwood,  an  East  Bay  community 
dealing  with  sudden  changes  in  its  racial 
and  cultural  makeup,  and  its  ability  to 
deal  with  the  changes. 

"Several  families  had  moved  to  Brent- 
wood to  get  away  from  city  life  in 
Oakland,"  and  to  get  "better  schools 
for  their  children  and  a better  place  to 
live,"  noted  young  Moore.  He  added, 
"They  left  Brentwood  due  to  harassment, 
because  the  Nobles,  one  of  seven  Black 
families  pulled  their  children  out  of 
Bristow  Middle  School  after  the  child- 
ren were  continually  harassed  by  racial 


incidents  by  white  and  Latino  students." 

In  addition  to  the  schoolyard  harass- 
ment, Fesili  pointed  out  that  "something 
else  stirred  up  the  trouble.  Over  one 
weekend  the  Nobles  found  something 
that  was  terrifying  to  them:  a cross 
was  burned  on  their  front  yard.  The 
cross  burning  incident  was  a scary  and 
a harsh  reminder  of  racial  hate,  segre- 
gation and  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan." 

Participants  in  the  session  also  dis- 
cussed their  ideas  for  how  to  deal  with 
the  situation.  Brentwood  should  get 
together  and  hold  a town  meeting,  Moore 
suggested.  "People  should  take  action, 
and  most  importantly  take  pride  in  their 
community,  because  if  you  don't  speak 
out,  nothing  is  going  to  change." 

And  Fesili  agreed:  "We  should  have 
a rally  or  a demonstration  to  make  the 
people  who  are  around  us  understand  that 
we  should  join  together  to  bring  back 
peace  and  destroy  segregation."
